16th Weyemer. in the School lounge. 


A604 
The Council discussed :the County Council's proposals for 
improving the signvosting of the Bar Hill junction on the A604 
The existing signs are to be removed and replaced by three new 
signs giving more detailed cestination information and clear 
"Get into lane" instructions. These were generally agreed to 
be an improvement on the present arrangements but it was felt 
that better Signposting was also needed on the approach from 
Huntingdon. The clerk will pass on these comments to the 
County Council and will also enquire if there are to be any 
markings on the road itself 


bowling Green 

It had been Suggested at. the Council's previous meeting that 
the area of level ground between the Green Hut site and the 
memorial garden would be suitable for a bowling green. The 
proposal vas discussec at greater length at this meeting and _ 
it was decided that before taking any action it- should, be 
ascertained whether or not there was sufficient interest °*in 
bowls in the village to justify the expense of constructing a 
green. It has also been suggested in the past that the area 
should be »used for.a tennis court, and the Parish Council 
would be pleased to hear from anyone who is interested in 
forming 2 club to play either sport.
